Gen. Devers Points Way 


To Security For America; 


Decorates County Veteran; 


Memorial Service For War Dead 


A five-point program to be followed by the United States 
in attaining national security and promoting world peace 
was outlined by General Jacob L. Devers, commanding 
general of the Army Ground Forces, in a challenging address 
which featured Welcome Home Day exercises in Memorial 
stadium at Gettysburg college Wednesday afternoon. 
Following the general’s address, the thousands gathered 
in the stadium saw an Adams county veteran honored with 
the presentation of the Bronze Star medal by General Devers 
and then participated in a brief but impressive memorial 
service in tribute to the 118 county men who gave their lives 
in the service of their country in World War II. 
“Has Faith In America” 
“We must put our own house in order. We must clarify 
and define our course of action in international affairs. We 
must have a knowledge of oth^f tttfttMTFY, their thinking and 
motives. We must work to establish a world organization and 
we must see that our armed forces have the means to 
accomplish their missions,” General Devers declared. 
After warning that the day of isolationism is past and 
that the United States has a great responsibility in helping 
to build the j>eace, the speaker declared he is “confident and 
optimistic that America will accept the opportunity we won 
in war. 
“I believe ♦his h r e g io n 
I thieve in America— in her 
ople and in her leadership. We will work as we have 
worked in the past, in American teamwork. And we will 
win the peace,” he concluded. 
Decorates County Vet 
At the eom*lu«ion of his address. General Devers turned 
to the “pleasant duty” of fastening the Bronze Star on the 
chest of forkier F’fc. Walter Mark Johns, Mummasburg, who 
as a machinegunner in the 42nd (Rainbow) Division of 
the Seventh Army, fought on the Western Front under the 
command of General Devers. 
After describing the Seventh Army fighting on the 
southern end of the Western Front as “some of the bloodiest 
and hardest in the war,” he read the citation in which Johns 
was commended for “outstanding courage and aggressive 
leadership” as a squad leader in action near Philipsburg,

Paris, Auf. 15 (AV-U. S. Secretary 
of State James F. Byrnes. In an 
address patently aimed at Soviet 
Russia, told the peace conference 
today that economic treaties con­ 
cluded In contradiction of the Pots­ 
dam agreement would lead to "en­ 
slavement and exploitation " 
At the same time Byrnes took ex­

allegations— 
made during tile debate on Italy’s 
statement to the conference—that 
certain nations had enriched them­ 
selves during the war. 
"Now what great power enriched

"No Recompense” 
Byrnes declared that the war cost 
the United States $400,000,000 "loan­ 
ed by the American public," but wa*

Roosevelt announced 
that the United States would be 
the symbol of democracy," he added 
"America has asked for no recom­ 
p o se other than the freedoms she 
sought for all mankind. America 
seeks no territories or recompense." 
Byrnes added that the United 
States was willing to help in the 
economic rebirth of any nation.

Sharp Exchanges 
The American secretary praised 
both Italy and Greece and objected 
to recent speeches by Russian and 
other Slav delegates giving the “im­ 
pression that other countries were 
more democratic than Italy because 
they have harmonised their views 
with the Russians” 
There was a clear reference to 
Russia when Byrnes said Umt the 
draft treaties “permit every country 
to exploit its own resources and to 
ii How the free flow of goods between 
countries.” 
"Who won this war—the United 
States or Hungary?" the peppery' 
Masaryk demanded Indignantly as 
he denied Gyongyosl’s charges that 
the Hungarian minority in Czecho­ 
slovakia was being ruthlessly perse­ 
cuted. 
"A Little Bewildered! 
"I ain still a little bewildered by It 
all ” the Czechoslovak foreign min­ 
ister declared, and added with a 
touch of sarcasm. 
“You will all agree that we heard 
precious little about tile drafts, but

Masaryk asserted that the Hun-
